cent was established by the students 
of the Freeport High "school for 
1950, on the basis of 1,270 taking’ the 
tests and 1,190 passing, Dr. Dodd; 
superintendent of schools, announ¬ 
ced this week This compared to 94. 
11 ’ percent last year and 96.83 in 
1948. 

The percentage of those who pass¬ 
ed. in .both local an'd regents was 
94, with 6,962 takirtg the examina¬ 
tions, and only 383 failing to achieve 
success. This was one point below 
the percentages for th’e two prev¬ 
ious years. 

In the elementary schools, 96.44 
of the pupils were promoted, a bet¬ 
ter figure than the 94.80 for 1949 
and 9537 for 1948.

ORDINANCE NO. 170 

Amendment to Section 801-7 of 
Building Code, Ordinance No. 124 
“Abandoned Excavations'’ 
RESOLVED, that the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the Im-. Village of Freeport. 
Nassau County, New' York, by virtue 
of the authority in it by law vested, 
after a public 'hearing duly held on the 
2lat day of August, 1050, In accordance 
with the Village Lnw, docu enact and 
ordain the following Ordinance: 

ORDINANCE NO. 170 
Amendment to Section 80 1-7 of 
Building Code, Ordinance No. 124 
“Abandoned Excavations” 

Section 1. Abandoned Excavations: 
An excavation for a structure which la 
left for two (2) months without having 
a, proper foundation properly braced 
and backfilled shall be considered aban¬ 
doned. Abandoned excavations may be 
filled by order of the Silpt. of Buildings 
if after notice by registered mail to the 
person whose nhmo as owner on the 
Village Tax Roll at their last known 
address, does not' comply - with . the notice 
,nnd i'onUr of - the .Sunt, of;. Buildlon 
within ten' (10) days. The cost of such 
work ahnll be assessed against the prop¬ 
erty involved as a tax lien. 

Section 2. This ordinance shall take 
effect immediately, after posting. 

FURTHER RESOLVED/- that the fore¬ 
going ordinance shall be entered in the 
minutes of the Board of Trustees of the 
lnd."‘Vlllnge of Freeport, Nassau County, 
New York, and published In the official 
paper of the Village and a printed copy 
thereof posted conspicuously in at least 
three public places in the Inc. Village 
of Freeport, Nassau County, Now York, 
for at least ten days before same shall 
take affect.

•its annual free chest x-ray survey 
to be held during the annual fair of 
the Queens - Nassau Agricultural 
Society opening Tuesday at the 
Mineola Fair Grounds. 

Cooperating with the county de¬ 
partment will.be tthe Nassau Coun¬ 
ty Sanatorium and the Nassau 
County Tuberculosis and Health 
Association. 

Dr. Earle G. .Brown, health com- 
[ missioner, has appointed Dr. Tha- 
mara M. Stander, epidemiologist, i 
to represent the county depart- i 
ment at the exhibit. Dr. Stander is 
being assisted by Mrs. Hilda Brown 
Carr, health’educator of the county 
department. 

"We invite all persons over 15 
years of age to avail themselves of 
these free chest x-ray examina- 
-tions,’ t -said-Dr. Brown. “AllTeports" 
on the examination are confidential 
and further tests are offered to 
persons whose x-«ray films show 
they need examination.” 

A portable x-ray machine for use 
during Fair'week will be set up in 
a tent 24 by 24 feet. Muriel Ann- 
cess, R.N., of the Nassau County 
Tuberculosis and Health Associa¬ 
tion, will furnish volunteers to 
handle clerical work and to serve as 
■general assistants. Last year, 3,652 
x-rays were taken during thet four 
days the clinic was In operation. 
One day’s program was cancelled 
(because of inclement weather. Ip 
all cases where a deviation from 
the normal is found a report will 
be sent to -the patient’s family 
physician. In cases where the x- 
ray examinations - show negative 
results a report* to this effect will 
■be sent to the persons x-rayed.
